Slobodan IVsah@VIO, editor of the newspaper "Nova Borba," was born 
in 1910 in BLIGAADE. He was a lefer of the leftists at BELGJADE 
university and an advocate of the Communist Party in tue leftist 
movenént of agricultural workers under br.Drago dOVANOVLC. He 

was brought to Germany in 1941 as a PY, escaped in late L941, and 
went to Bosnia, where he joined a unit of Chetniks. In liarch 1942, 
he fled to the 1st Pruletarian Brizace of Koza POPOVIC. Sent by 
the party to the area of KOVsVu-eleTUHJa. he was eppointed deputy 
district leader in VUCITJRN, unser the alias of “Milan SIMIC." In 
1944 he went over to the purtisans, and in 1955 vecame a member of 
the temporary "People's Assembly." He was sent to WASIINGTON as a 
press uttachne. Immecdiate*y after the Cominform xesolution, he de-- 
clared himself an opponent to TiTO, left VASHINGTON for PRAGUE, 
anu becune one of the most respected Yusoslav Communists among the 
emigrants.

Miljutin RAJKOVIC, nickname "MICA," was born in Vojvodina, He be~ 
came @ district official in 1931, And then went to HOVI vAD, where 
ne was one of the most prominent Communists. After 1941, he was 
active in the organization of sartisans, and when the Communists 
cane to power, he became deputy editor of "Politika," a BFLGRADE 
newspaper, He was a noted chessplayer, ana vas chairman of the 
Yugoslav Chess Club. RAJKOVIC was on a trip to Sweden, as 6aptein 
of a chess team, at the time of the Cominform Resolution, W4 weat 
to PxAGUE, and declared himself axainst PITS. He is now deputy 
chief editor of "Nova Borba." 


br.Josgip umIDUNIC, deputy editor of the newspaper "Nova Borba," 

was born in Croatia, and vorked with the Communists before the War, 
dnen tue independent state of Croatia was established, he joined the 
nolice by order of the Communist Party, and’@ppointed District 
Chairman in KOSTANJICA. In late 1942, he was transferred to the 
generul staff of partisans in Croatia, and became one of the chiefs 
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of the medical service. On publication of the Cominforn 
Resolution, he deciured himself against TITO0. It was recently 
reported that he had been purged as unreliable.
